—In discussing tlio best tiinu mid 
to ]>low for corn I slmll bo comiwllcd to 
resort to theory and observation to 
some extent, as J never hud any expe- 
rience in rail iJowins Tor this crop. 
The advocates of full plowing iirguo 
that lliu exposure to frost destroys tho 
insects, consequently there is leas dun- 
R(-r of their destroying the young corn 
than when plowing in the Spring. Mr. 
lleelian, in the Weekly 1'ms, thus 
writes :-'-That frost destroys insects in 
the ground is very doubtful. J'hysiol- 
ogists who have given tills subject a 
close study, and the injury to Insects liy 
frost a master o£ direct observation, re- 
port that they go through tho severest 
weather under ground uninjured. The 
moisture within them seems nevor to 
freeze, unless the pupa ciisu is in some 
way injiired. 
Of courso tho plow in- 


jures and thus destroys inntnnoralilo in- 
sects in fall plowing, but no nioro than 
it would in plowing ,„ t|10 s,)r|nRi 
There is of courso a c-lwnco for u Mock 
of birds to work In a pieeo of land turn- 
ed up in the fall.

Another nrguinont in favor o[ full 


plowing is that tho action of tho frost, 
expands the soil, leaving it more loose 
and in a better condition than before.

thereby making much more labor need- 
ful to put the ground in a suitably <•„„. 
dition for the seed than when plowed 
m tho spring. ] havo plowed in tl,(, 
spring as soon as tho frost was out and 
tho ground settled, and at all times 
from then up to planting timo; and so 
far my experience has been that it 
nukes but little difference to tho result 
of tho crop at which of those times it Is 
done, provided you get the ground in ,1S 
good condition when (Irst plowed us 
that done late; but it is less work to 
prepare the ground for the seed If plow- 
ed just before planting.
